Be Dead in 
Cyclone Wake 


JOHANNESBURG, South Af- 


rica (AP) — Hundreds are 
feared dead in catastrophic 
floods following Cyclone Felice 
in Mozambique, the South Afri- 
can JPress Association reported 
today from the Portuguese ter- 
ritory. 


The report said the cyclone 


hit the Quelimane area, 200 
miles up the Indian Ocean coast 
from Beira, the capital. 


First reports of the devasta- 


tion came from pilots who, flew 
over the stricken region. They 
said the town of Quelimane 
looks like an island and the wa- 
ter around it covers the tops of 
palm trees more than 20 feet 
tall. 


Torrential rains washed away 


the railroad to Mocuba, in the 
interior 80 miles north of Queli- 
mane. Roads also were severed, 
and many settlements were iso- 
lated by high water. But heli- 
copter and motorboat crews 
have started rescue operations, 
Portuguese officials said. 


It was the second disaster 


caused by an Indian Ocean cy- 
clone in less than three months. 
In mid-November a monster 
storm and tidal wave engulfed 
islands at the mouth of the 
Ganges River in East Pakistan, 
causing an estimated 300,000 
deaths.

Living Costs

rise in living costs quickened 
again in December, wiping out 
another half-cent from every 
dollar and winding up 1970 as 
the second worst inflationary 
year in two decades, the govern- 
ment reported today.

SAIGON (AP) - 
U.S. B52 


bombers raided along the bor- 
der between North Vietnam and 
Laos today, dropping hundreds 
of tons of explosives on enemy 
supply routes. 


A spokesman said all of the 


raids were on the Laotian side 
of the border except for one in 
the northwest corner of South 
Vietnam, 15 miles northwest of 
Khe Sanh. This same region has 
been hit a dozen times this 
month. 


"We are getting indications of 


infiltration 
of 
supplies 
and 


troops in the region northwest of 
Khe Sanh," said one source. He 
said some of this traffic may 
move on farther south since 
"the route at this point moves 
out of Laos and bends into South 
Vietnam, then back into Laos." 


Despite 
the 
proximity of 


many of the raids to North Viet- 
namese surface-to-air missile — 
SAM — sites on the North Viet- 
namese side of the border, there 
was no report of hostile enemy 
activity provoking an attack by 
the B52's fighter escorts. How- 
ever, such attacks are not 
usually announced for 24 hours 
or more. 


No major fighting was report- 


ed in South Vietnam as the 
four-day cease-fire proclaimed 
by the Viet Cong for Tet, the lu- 
nar new year festival, drew to a 
close. It was to end at 1 a.m. 
Saigon time Saturday—or noon 
Friday EST. 


A 24-hour cease-fire by the

ernment's consumer price index 
up to 138.5 of its 1957-59 aver- 
age. This means it cost $13.85 
last month for every $10 worth 
of typical family living costs in 
1957-59. 


The government in its Janu- 


ary price report will change to a 
1967 base period for the index. 


The Bureau of Labor Statis- 


tics also reported a slight in- 
crease in the purchasing power 
of some 45 million rank and file 
workers following three straight 
months of declining buying pow- 
er. 


The average paycheck rose 


$1.03 per week to $122.43, $4.81 
above a year earlier. 


Purchasing power of the aver- 


age December paycheck, after 
federal income and Social Secu- 
rity taxes and allowance for inf- 
lation, rose 21 cents. But over 
the year,pur chasing power was 
down nearly one per cent be- 
cause of rising prices. 


The December price report 


said food rose three-tenths of 
one per cent and was 2.2 per 
cent above a year earlier. Hous- 
ing costs were up six-tenths of 
one per cent for the month and 
7.4 per cent for the year. Cloth- 
ing prices rose one-tenth of one 
per cent and were 3.9 per cent 
above a year earlier. Transpor- 
tation costs rose eight-tenths for 
the month and 7.2 per cent for 
the year. Medical care rose sev- 
en-tenths in December and was 
7.4 per cent above a year ear- 
lier. Recreation was up two- 
tenths of one per cent for the 
month and 5.2 per cent for the 
year. 


About 107,000 workers, mainly

QB Trades 


a Splash 


as Pro Draft 


NEW YORK (AP) — The 


Year of the Quarterback is spill- 
ing over into 1971 and the Na- 
tional Football League but, odd- 
ly enough, traded quarterbacks 
have made almost as big a 
splash as drafted quarterbacks 
at the pros' annual talent round- 
up. 


Standord's Jim Plunkett, Mis- 


sissippi's Archie Manning and 
Santa Clara's Dan Pastorini, 
best-in-breed of college foot- 
ball's blue-ribbon senior quar- 
terbacks, were the 1-2-3 first- 
round picks, as expected, in 
Thursday's opening session of 
the NFL draft. 


But before another signal-call- 


er got the call, two rounds and 
five hours later, a series of sig- 
nificant trades—four of them 
shifting NFL quarterbacks and 
another involving no less than 
seven players and eight draft 
choices—commandeered 
the 


spotlight. 


In two of the quarterback ex- 


changes, Philadelphia sent 10- 
year veteran Norm Snead to 
Minnesota and obtained Greg 
Barton, a promising youngster, 
from Detroit. 


In the others, Green Bay dealt 


Don Horn, once groomed as 
Bart Starr's successor, to Den- 
ver and then reacquired the 
playing rights to 39-year-old 
pensioner 
Zeke 
Bratkowski 


from Minnesota. 


The day's blockbuster trade, 


between Washington and Los 
Angeles, had no bearing on the 
quarterback sweepstakes, how- 
ever. 


It was sprung about one-half 


hour after the Boston Patriots, 
betting their future against 17 
trade offers, selected Plunkett, 
the 1970 Heisman Trophy win- 
ner and all-time major college 
passing king, to kick off the 
draft. 


After the rebuilding Patriots 


ended the suspense over their 
disposition of the No. 1 pick, 
New Orleans chose Manning, 
Houston tapped Pastorini, Buf- 
falo grabbed wide receiver J.D. 
Hill of Arizona State and Phila- 
delphia took defensive lineman 
Richard Harris of Grambling. 


Commissioner Pete Rozelle 


then interrupted the proceed- 
ings to announce that George 
Allen, the 
New Washington 


coach who was cut loose by Los 
Angeles, had landed six of his 
old Rams — at the expense of 
half-a-dozen draft picks. 


The 'Skins acquired four 1970 


Los Angeles regulars—defensive 
tackle Diron Talbert and line- 
backers Jack Pardee, Myron 
Pottios and Maxie Baughan— 
plus guard John Wilbur, running 
back Jeff Jordan and the Rams' 
No. 5 draft choice. 


The Rams got 
linebacker 


Marlin McKeever, Washington's 
first and third draft picks this 
year and the 'Skins' Nos. 3, 4, 5, 
6 and 7 selections next year. 


"I hated to give up the men 


we did as they had all given val- 
uable service to the Rams," 
said Tommy Prothro, Allen's 
successor as the Los Angeles 
coach. "However, I feel it was a 
good trade for the future." 


"The future is now," said Al- 


len. "We want to win in 1971. 
None of this building." 


Boston owner Billy Sullivan 


and Coach John Mazur shared 
Prothro's long view in explain- 
ing their decision to go for Plun- 
kett instead of the expedient 
help a multi-player deal might 
have brought. 


"He's the Namath of the fu- 


ture," said Mazur, who made up 
his mind after watching the 6- 
foot-3 Stanford ace shoot down 
favored Ohio State with a 20- 
for-30, 265-yard passing spree in 
the Rose Bowl. 


Sullivan's next move will be 


to sign the prize rookie, who 
plans to visit Boston sometime 
next week with his attorney, 
Wayne Hooper. Plunkett, who 
holds the all-time record of 7,544 
career passing yards, reported- 
ly will seek a $250,000, long-term 
contract.

Dickey was the 56th of 182 play- 
ers chosen in the seven rounds 
completed Thursday. Ten more 
rounds, involving 260 players, 
were to complete the marathon 
today.

back Leo Hart a few minutes 
after Dickey was chosen. A pair 
of college division standouts, 
Ken Anderson of Augustana, 
m., and Karl Douglas of Texas 
A&I, also went in the third 
round, to Cincinnati and Balti- 
more's Super Bowl champs, re- 
spectively.

tive package and the President's 
environment message, due on 
Capitol Hill about Feb. 8, will 
commit the federal government 
to greater expenditures in the 
popular fight against and and 
water pollution and in creation 
of more parks in urban areas. 


Explaining the more than 20 


proposed measures to key con- 
gressmen this week, adminis- 
tration spokesmen have been 
selling the program chiefly as 
preventive legislation to avoid 
crises in the future, an observer 
at one briefing said. 


One of the major new respon- 


sibilities for state governments 
would be to come up with spe- 
cific land-use regulations within 
the scope 
of broad 
federal 


guidelines. 


The President will ask Con- 


gress for about $20 million in 
the fiscal year beginning next 
July 1, the sources said, to offer 
the states as grants in develop- 
ing land-use plans and enforce- 
ment procedures.

be larger. 


A tremendous rise of $88 bil- 


lion from 1970's Gross National 
Product is implied by Nixon's 
budget. This would be a 9 per 
cent increase, a faster rise than 
even in the inflationary boom 
years of the late 1960s. 


The President affirmed his 


determination "to take an activ- 
ist role" in restoring prosperity. 
The budget will be "expansion- 
ary but not inflationary," he 
promised. 
' 


"It adopts the Idea of a 'full 


employment budget,' In wh'icn 
spending does not exceed the 
revenues the economy could 
generate under the existing tax 
system at a time of full employ- 
ment," he said. 


"In this way, the budget is 


used to promote orderly eco- 
nomic expansion, but the im- 
pact of the resulting actual defi- 
cit is in sharp contrast to the In- 
flationary pressure created by 
the deficits of the late 60s, 
which were the result of exces- 
sive spending that went far be- 
yond full employment reve- 
nues." 


However, even the so-called 


full employment budget barely 
will be In balance. Nixon's econ- 
omists estimated 1972's theoreti- 
cal revenues would be $229.3 bil- 
lion if the nation's plants and la- 
bor force were working at ca- 
pacity; at $229.2 billion, Nixon's 
spending 
total is a hair's 


breadth lower. 


The message documented a 


colossal fiscal misfire for the 
half-gone government year. A 
year ago Nixon forecast a $1.3 
billion surplus. Today he ac- 
knowledged an $18.6 billion defi- 
cit—a misguess of nearly $20 
billion.

light decisions by the President: 


Space 


A $217 million 
reduction 


trimmed the space program to 
its lowest budget in a decade, 
$3.151 billion. 


Supersonic Transport 


Nixon asked $281 million to 


carry forward development of 
the bitterly opposed huge SST 
jet aircraft. This amount would 
bring two prototype planes close 
to completion in 1972, for flight- 
testing in fiscal 1973. "Federal 
funds will not be required after 
the flight testing," Nixon as- 
sured Congress. 


Pollution Abatement 


Water pollution control out- 


lays are more than doubled. A 
$596 million increase will bring 
outlays of the Environmental 
Protection Agency to $1.13 bil- 
lion. Stepped-up efforts to com- 
bat air pollution and other prob- 
lems bring the total spending in- 
crease to $764 million.

nity development, $1 billion; ed- 
ucation, $3 billion; manpower 
training, $2 billion; law enforce- 
ment, $500 million; transporta- 
tion, $2.6 billion. 


These totals are all for the full 


first year. But since they will be 
effective only for part of fiscal 
1972 the sharing totals are less 
for that budget years. 


The general sharing would de- 


liver $3.75 billion to states and 
cities in fiscal 1972, plus enough 
new funds to provide more than 
$4 billion in new shared funds. 


All the existing categories of 


aid affected add up to $10.4 bil- 
lion, or roughly one-third of the 
present federal grants going to 
state and local governments. 
The budget carries an addition- 
al $709 million in increases for 
these programs. 


Other existing programs that 


would be wrapped into the spe- 
cial block grants are vocational 
education, manpower training, 
airport grants, the school lunch 
program, and the Appalachian 
Regional commission. 


"The 
hobbling restrictions 


now on much of the federal aid 
in these areas would be re- 
moved," Nixon said, "along 
with 
matching requirements 


that presently force localities to 
spend their own matching mon- 
ey on low-priority projects for 
fear of 'losing' available federal 
aid."

GM Earnings 
Loss of 
$135 Million 
DETROIT (AP) — General 


Motors Corp. suffered a loss of 
$135 million in the fourth quar- 
ter of 1970 but ended the year 
with $609 million in earnings. 


The drop was attributed by 


company officials to the 67-day 
United Auto Workers strike as 
well as to a general slowdown in 
the U.S. and Canadian econo- 
mies. 


According to a preliminary 


report made public Thursday by 
GM Chairman James Roche 
and President Edward N. Cole, 
1970 earnings totaled $2.09 per 
share, down some 65 per cent 
from earnings in 1969 of $1.7 bil- 
lion, or $5.95 per share. 


The fourth quarter loss, the 


report showed, followed a loss 
of $77 million for the third quar- 
ter and marked the first time 
the giant corporation has been 
in the red two consecutive quar- 
ters since 1932.

Engineers, 
Scientists 
Hard Hit

WASHINGTON (AP) - Many 


of the nation's best-educated 
workers —engineers, scientists 
and technicians—are among,the 
hardest hit in the worst unem- 
ployment in nearly a decade. 


"It's a crisis for profession- 


als," says the AFL-CIO Council 
for Scientific, Professional,and 
Cultural Employes (SPACE). 
"Frayed white collars" is the 
term used by the Office and 
Professional Employees Inter- 
national. 


President Nixon says it's a 


temporary job crunch due to 
switching economic emphasis 
from a war-based economy to 
peacetime products, and pre- 
dicts things will soon begin to 
get better. 


"We'll believe it when we see 


it," replies A. D. Stewart, who 
runs a nationwide job agency 
for 
high-priced 
white-collar 


professionals. 
"My office 
is 


loaded with literally hundreds of 
resumes of professionals, engi- 
neers and electronic experts," 
said Stewart, whose suburban 
Maryland office handles job ap- 
plications for the Washington 
area and nationwide. He says 
it's harder to find jobs for such 
clients than ever before. 


The 
job 
squeeze 
among 


professionals and technicians is 
part of an over-all unemploy- 
ment problem among all white- 
collar workers whose jobless 
rate has nearly doubled in the 
past year to 3.7 per cent or 
1,213,000 persons. It's highest 
since the Labor Department be- 
gan keeping records on white- 
collar workers 12 years ago. 


The current plight of white- 


collar workers is worse than in 
the last major recession of 1958, 
when their jobless rate climbed 
from 2.5 to 3.6 per cent, or about 
one million workers. That reces- 
sion hit blue-collar 
workers 


much harder, pushing their job- 
less rate from 8.3 to 12.1 per 
cent or a total of about 3.1 mil- 
lion workers. 


"Never in the 25 years since 


World War II have there been 
so many thousands of engineers, 
scientists and technicians out of 
jobs and so many in danger of 
being disemployed," said the 
AFL-CIO SPACE Council. 
' Actually, the unemployment 
situation for professionals, tech- 
nicians and white-collar work- 
ers generally isn't much worse 
than that for blue-collar factory 
and service workers, including 
skilled craftsmen and foremen. 
They're just not as used to it. 


Total blue-collar unemploy- 


ment is up about 80 per cent in 
the past year to 7.7 per cent and 
a total of 2,282,000 workers, in- 
cluding a more than 100-per 
cent jump for craftsmen and 
foremen. 


Labor Department 
officials 


assign much of the unemploy- 
ment among engineers and 
technicians to the slowed feder- 
al aerospace program, including 
spacecraft and military air- 
craft. Airlines, suffering a busi- 
ness slump, have added to the 
situation by buying fewer com- 
mercial planes. 
The effects have rippled all 


the way back to money-starved 
research-and-development pro- 
grams in universities and pri- 
vate companies that have had to 
lay off many scientific person- 
nel. 


In all, the nation's unemploy- 


ment rate climbed some 75 per 
cent last year from 3.5 to 6 per 
cent of the civilian work force 
and from a total of 2,628,000 
workers to 4,636,000, the Labor 
Department said. 


Many federal programs pro- 


vide at least some help to re- 
train blue-collar workers, but 
there are few such chances for 
professionals and technicians. 


The l^abor Department has 


appealed to defense contractors 
to list scarce job openings with 
the government's new comput- 
erized job banks to match the 
unemployed with jobs, and has 
started a national registry to 
help 30,000 unemployed engi- 
neers. 


The backed-up job applica- 


tions from experienced profes- 
sionals also are crimping career 
chances of new college gradu- 
ates seeking their first posi- 
tions. 


"Kecruitment activity is at its 


slowest pace in several dec- 
ades," said the College Place- 
ment Council of Bethlehem, Pa., 
which surveys 
industry 
job 


hunts on campuses of 140 col- 
leges and universities. 


"Numerous employers report- 


ed that, although they were con- 
ducting campus interviews, they 
were delaying offers until later 
in the recruiting year when they 
hupe to have a clearer picture

of their needs," the college 
council said. 


Stewart says his Career Guid- 


ance Service can find jobs for 
college graduates in the top 15 
per cent of their class, "but if 
they're down near average, it's 
tough." 


The missing quotient in the 


American manpower picture," 
Stewart said, is "to produce 
people with post-high school ed- 
ucation but less than masters' 
degrees who meet technical and 
vocational requirements. 


"We tend to push people into 


degree programs of highly theo- 
retical, nonpragmatic subjects 
and wind up with over-educated 
people," Stewart said, "they're 
the first ones to get hurt in this 
crunch."
